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CONGRESS IS VULNnRABLE 
Oil his western Jnimt PmldcnL Truman 
has been Icclng off on consress In many ol 
his back-plntform spccchr.-;. And tlic majority 
ol the lower lioii.se of conRrrs.T Is thouRht- 
luUy kceplnn him Mipplied with plenty of am- 
munition. 

Flr-st the house par-^cd a bill which. If fin- 
ally enacted, promises to destroy the reclpro- 
cni trade agreements, rather than extend 
them. Then Ihc hou.'^e pii.ssed another bill 
rediiclnK the iipproprlatlon for foreign aid 
more than one-riiiartcr below the minimum 
flpiirc asked by the administration. 

We hope that the senate will make some 
realistic amendment to the.'ie two bills, nnd 
that the hou.se will accept them. But even 
this will not undo the damafic they have done, 
not only to tlie coimlry's prcstlpe but to the 
Republican party whase house leaders cngl- 
ncered them. 

The bllLs put one branch of congrcs.s In 
the position of welching on lU own promLscs. 
It voted to aid European recovery. Yet It 
would now erect the old high tariff barriers 
which proved so paralyzing to world trade In 
depression days, and which today would take 
a tremendous number of dollars out of world 
circulation. This would reduce the chdnce 
ol recovering some of the American money 
Invested In foreign nld. 

The house, by taking a big chunk out of 
EGA funds, would certainly be steering the 
whole program toward relief Instead of re 
covery, as Secretary Marshall warned. Till.-; 
too, Is the most near-sighted sort of econo- 
mizing. 

The house action, following close on the 
administration's vacillation In Its Palestine 
policy, could make all Europe wonder Just 
how far Washlngton'a word may be trusted. 
All this Is fat on the ribs of the reds who, 
Ironically, are so cordially hated by the ultra- 
conservative congressmen who drafted these 
bills and put them over. 

On the domestic side, the house has em- 
barrosaed two possible presidential nominees 
of the majority party. It has put Senator 
Vandcnberg squarely on the apot. tuid Sen- 
ator Taft only a little Ic^s so. 

Both have repudiated the cut In aid ap- 
propriations. _Now. If cither Is nominated, he 
will have to 'live with his party's record In 
congress durlns the campaign. There are 
proud achievements In that record. But 
there are also such thing.i as the two bills In 
question, the house proposal that Spain be 
included In the ERP. and other leRl.slatlve 
face-falls which any Republican nominee 
would be happy to forget. 

But Mr. Truman and his party will not 
let them be forRottcn. They will probably 
be the Dcmocrat.s' blRRest talking point. Tlie 
laolatlonlsl. reactionary record of many Re- 
publican congressmen wa.n a millstone around 
the nocks of Wendell WUklc In 1(140 nnd 
Tliomas E. Dewey In 1044, and did much to 
defeat them. 

The tide may be turning toward the Re- 
publicans, and the Democrats may be badly 
epUt. But you may look for Democratic cam- 
paigners to land some frequent and telling 
blows on this weak .'!lde of the 80th congres,-;' 
record. And Ihey can co.sl the GOP a lot 
of votes In Iti effort to end Ms IG-yoar 
c.xlle from the White House. 



DP BILL NOT AI,I, BAD 

Tlicrc has been .severe crltlcl.'im. In and out 
of congres.s, of the displaced pcr.-ions bill the 
senate has passed. All of It, perhaps. Is not 
Justified. Some have attacked the rcciiilre- 
mcnt that 50 per cent of the Immigrants have 
an agricultural background. 

In dofon.se It might be .said lhat tliLi pro- 
vision could benefit the DP.s as well as the 
United States, Tlie greatest employment 
opportunity here today Is In agriculture. 

There Is also, as everyone knows, a short- 
ago of housing in mcst American cities. If 
a preponderant number of admitted DPs 
should be Industrial workers or others who 
would naturally seek employment In larger 
communities, they might find themselves 
homeless or forced to double up with Ameri- 
can friends. 

Further, our high cmploymrnt. high co.st.s. 
and limited business expansion have narrow- 
ed .somewhat the field of non-agrlcultura! 
Jobs. An Immigrant, hampered by language 
difficulties or lack of citizenship, mipht 
find that competition for employment or 
baslnoss opportunities was severe,
